IN RESPONSE TO OUR QUESTIONS AS TO THE VISA STATUS OF

IMMIGRATION OFFICIALS MAY NOT QUESTION, BUT THEY ARE 
OFFICIALLY AND TECHNICALLY CORRECT, TO DEMAND COPIES OF 
THE APPLICATION FOR THE NEW PERSONS. THEREFORE, MISS 
SJAMSIAH RECOMMENDS THE NEW MEMBERS F IL L OUT THE FORMS, 

SEND ONE COPY TO THE INDONESIAN EMBASSY IN WASHINGTON, 

CANBERRA, OR LONDON, AS THE CASE MAY BE, AND FORWARD THE 
OTHER TO HER AT LIPI. IN COMPARING YOUR FINAL LIST WITH 
THE ORIGINAL LIST AT LIPI WE ARRIVED AT THE FOLLOWING

IS TECHNICALLY WITHIN ITS RIGHTS TO REFUSE VISAS TO ANY

GRANTED. MISS SJAMSIAH HOPES THEY WILL NOT INSIST ON

E. FINAL CONFIRMATION OF THE DATES AND PORTS OF

IT WILL TAKE APPROXIMATELY THREE WEEKS TO PROCESS THE 
SHIP CLEARANCE FROM THE DGE THE EMBASSY SUBMITS THE

2. FOR THE DEPARTMENT: THE DEPARTMENT IS ASKED 
TO URGE PROFESSOR CASE TO EXPEDITE INFORMATION FOR THE 
SHIP CLEARANCE. THE ALPHA HELIX EXPEDITION SHOULD NOT 
REPEAT NOT BE EQUATED WITH THE CLEARANCE FOR THE R/V 
THOMAS WASHINGTON. IF THE ALPHA HELIX ARRIVES IN 
INDONESIAN WATERS WITHOUT THE PROPER DOCUMENTATION 
THERE WILL BE AN EMBARRASSING SITUATION FOR THE EMBASSY, 
ESPECIALLY SINCE THE GOI WENT OUT OF ITS WAY TO
